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We know that Past Participles (Yd-Fiert-s) are used in 
place of Past Tense. Eg. 


ATS - Weda-adt-aq,

From the point of view of simplicity it is advisable to use Past 
Participle forms. We can make use of them without committing a 


single mistake. With intense practise our vocabulary would 
improve and our learning becomes established. 


We already know that the augment letter “3” should precede 
the verb in Past Tense, Extreme care must be taken if the same 
verb comes after a preposition. Because the augmunt '3 comes 
before the verb root and after the preposition. Y + ald > yerta 
is the present tense form. When changed into the past tense the 
letter ‘SH’ comes after Y. Y + Hed - TTET is the correct form.

Concentrating the sun's rays with a crystal to start a fire is metioned 
in the Mahabharata.

It is clear from this that people knew how to use glass in the form 
of a lens during the time of the Mahabharata. 
There is even mention of the properties of a magnet, 
AMARE AAA wem | 
—— CEPHTHÉqAT MA ARAÑA || 
It says that even motionless iron piece is drawn in a particular path 
by a magnet . Sushruta has described using a magnet to remove a nail 
or metal piece embedded in the body. Kautilya mentions the 
properties of a magnet in Arthashastra. Some people say that mag- 
nets were used in the "mra, the device with the revolving fish in 
Draupadi's Swayamvara. 
Static electricity was also not unknown in ancient India. 


This shloka talks of particles of electricity on the form of Lord 
Krishna. Now, we know that by rubbing certain synthetic fibres like 
terylyne and nylon, static electricty is produced when we wear or 
remove clothes made of such materials, there is a crackling sound 
heard. This is seen in silk fabrics also and our forefathers had 
observed it. It is well known that Lord Krishna wore yellow silk robes, 
and attributing the sparks to His own person sounds more beautiful ! 

There are many such oblique references to principles of physics 
that we can glean from ancient Samskrit literature, which point to the 
level of scientific knowledge in those times.
